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NEWSROOM NOTES (AP)— 
The lo nely picket who marched 
aro und the Supreme Co urt de­ 
cry ing “ the death o f an institu­ 
tio n” undo ubtedly was o v er­ 
stating the case. 
In fact, Lewis F. Po well Jr. 
and William H. Rehnquist, the 
new justices swo rn in last Fri­ 
day to the picket’s deep dis­ 
taste, had no thing to do with the 
co urt’s latest decisio ns. Po well 
and Rehnquist came in to o late 
to participate in the ruling s 
handed do wn Mo nday . 
But the sy mbo lism is to o 
marked to be ig no red. 
In the o nly two cases decid­ 
ed by o pinio n the co urt had an 
o ppo rtunity o f “ substantial 
natio nal impo rtance.” 
Instead, the co urt seized o n 
aspects o f mo o tness and side­ 
stepped the issues and co ntro ­ 
v ersy . In a leg alistic sense, the 
co urt may hav e been co rrect. 
But do ubts beg in to arise abo ut 
its co mmitment to reso lv ing so ­ 
cial, o r ev en co nstitutio nal, is­ 
sues. 
One case co ncerned co mmer­ 
cial parking lo ts o perated by a 
Baptist church in Miami that 
enjo y s the tax -free status ac­ 
co rded relig io us institutio ns. 
The seco nd dealth with o ppo si­ 
tio n o f co rpo rate o fficers to dis­ 
sidents ex pressing so cio po liti­ 
cal news. 
Hie co urt swept bo th ap­ 
peals fro m its midst by 6 -1 
v o tes tho ug h full-scale hear­ 
ing s had been held. It cited 
recent dev elo pments to de­ 
clare the cases mo o t. 
In the church-state case, the 
Flo rida 
Leg islature 
has 


a Kwhi 
neto 


chang ed the law to pro hibit tax 
ex emptio ns when church pro p­ 
erty is no t used predo minantly 
fo r relig io us purpo ses. 
In the co rpo rate case, Do w 
Chemical Co . finally allo wed 
shareho lders to v o te o n a dissi­ 
dent pro po sal that napalm be 
so ld o nly when the purchaser 
pro mises no t to use the searing 
jelly ag ainst humans. The pro ­ 
po sal was defeated. 


So mewhat stiffly , the co urt 
declared it was no t in the 
habit o f rendering “ adv iso ry 
o pinio ns o n abstract pro po si­ 
tio ns o f law.” 
The basis fo r a substantiv e 
decisio n was g o ne, the co urt 
said, in that the Miami resi­ 
dents who co mplained abo ut 
the parking lo ts so ug ht o nly to 
repeal the no w-supplanted 
Flo rida law. 
As fo r Do w Chemical, Justice 
Thurg o o d Marshall declared 
fo r the majo rity that the co m­ 
pany is unlikely to bar ano ther 
antinapalm v o te, particularly 
in lig ht o f the pro po sal’s crush­ 
ing defeat. 


In his dissenting o pinio n in 
the Do w case, Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Do ug las described 
the chemical manufacturer 
as a ty pical “ mo dern super­ 
co rpo ratio n” that wields 
“ immense, v irtually un­ 
checked po wer.” Do ug las 
said the case inv o lv ed “ a 
who le pano ply o f substantiv e 
and pro cedural rig hts . . .” 
It was as if Do ug las spo ke 
fro m ano ther ag e, a time when 
an activ ist Supreme Co urt ro u­ 
tinely met co ntro v ersy heado n.

CHICAGO (AP) - A federal 
judg e sig ned to day an un­ 
precedented o rder ending ma­ 
jo r po litical patro nag e in 18 
no rthern Illino is co unties. 
Judg e Abraham L. Maro v itz 
o f U.S. District Co urt sig ned 
the co nsent decree ag reed to 
after two y ears o f litig atio n by 
leaders o f the Demo cratic and 
Republican parties in Illino is. 
The American Civ il Liberties 
Unio n, which serv ed as lawy ers 
fo r the plaintiff, termed the 
ag reement “ the natio n’s pace­ 


setter in pro tecting public em­ 
plo y es 
by 
prev enting them 
fro m beco ming seco nd-class 
citizens.” 
An ACLU spo kesman said the 
ag reement is the mo st far- 
reaching in the natio n. 
The effect o f the ag reement 
is that patro nag e wo rkers can 
no lo ng er be fired, transferred, 
demo ted o r in any way penal­ 
ized fo r their refusal to do po ­ 
litical wo rk o r to make po litical 
co ntributio ns. 
Lawy ers representing May o r 


Richard J. Daley and o ther 
ranking Demo crats jo ined with 
lawy ers

publicans, in ag reeing that they 
will be bo und by an injunctio n 
pro hibiting co mpulso ry po litical 
wo rk and co ntributio ns by pub­ 
lic emplo y es. 
The ag reement resulted fro m 
a suit filed in 196 9 by Michael 
Shakman, 
an 
independent 
Demo crat, to enjo in po litical 
parties fro m fo rcing public em­ 
plo y es to do po litical wo rk.

case was dismissed in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Co urt but upheld by the 
7 th U.S. Circuit Co urt o f Ap­ 
peals.

The ag reement did no t co v er 
the ex tent to which po litical 
co nsideratio ns can be taken 
into acco unt in hiring .

Wha t ma nne r of 
ma n is Nix on? 


Nix on has changed the rhetoric of 
the word “ welfare" to “ work and 
train'’ as conditions of public assist­ 
ance. He offers the state and cities 
federal money to deal with their so­ 
cial and economic problems. This 
takes more people and more federal 
funds. Nix on has cloaked a progres­ 
siv e welfare policy in conserv ativ e 
language to mislead the people. 
Many of the most dictatorial laws 
were not passed by Congress. These 
are ex ecutiv e orders which are en­ 
tered into the federal register by the 
ex ecutiv e department and at the end 
of 30 day s hav e the force of law. The 
Constitution does not grant this pow­ 
er. In the olden times the President 
used ex ecutiv e orders to present the 
names of holiday s, also working 
schedules for gov ernment employ es. 
It was just a rule for employ es to fol­ 
low in doing their work. Franklin 
Delano Roosev elt by -passed Con­ 
gress and stopped our use of gold 
with an ex ecutiv e order. You know 
the wrongs this brought about. The 
gov ernment then could dev aluate 
the dollar and we lost about one- 
third of our sav ings in banks, etc. 
Nix on could giv e us considerable 
personal liberty by repealing thou­ 
sands of unconstitutional ex ecutiv e 
orders. Instead he has increased the 
number. The things said as a candi­ 
date and the socialistic actions he 
has used as President are like Dr. 
J eky ll and Mr. Hy de. The welfare 
programs of prev ious administra­ 
tions were condemned as a waste, by 
Nix on. When he became President 
he then pushed for more ex tensions 
of the same welfare programs. Bu­ 
reaucracy , one of the gov ernment’s 
bad ev ils, was to be eradicated by 
Nix on while running for the job of 
President of the United States. As 
soon as he was elected, he appointed 
many socialistic men to strengthen 
bureaucracy in the federal gov ern­ 
ment. 
If the Republican Representa­ 
tiv es in Congress did not back Nix on 
when he fails to carry out his cam-

U.N., Is ra e l a nd the Ara bs

In the flush of the New Year, Kurt 
Waldheim, the newly elected Secre­ 
tary General of the United Nations, 
should make one resolution: “ I will 
study a little history before I offer 
gratuitous adv ice to Israel or make 
public pronouncements on the Mid­ 
dle East conflict.” Should he liv e up 
to this resolution, he will make U.N. 
precedent. He will also stand head 
and shoulders abov e prev ious secre­ 
taries general. 
The first fact Waldheim would 
learn is that what is now known as 
the State of Israel was terra deserta 
in the early Twentieth Century . Only 
J erusalem, kept aliv e by pilgrims of 
all faiths, and a handful of settle­ 
ments held any population. It was 
only when the J ews, buy ing land at 
ex orbitant prices from absentee 
landlords, began to restore what had 
once been a fertile region that the 
Arabs also began settling there. It 
was J ewish effort and money which 
built the thriv ing cities of Tel Av iv 
and West J erusalem, to name but 
two urban centers. 
It was the J ewish settlers who 
drained v ast m alarial swam ps 
and returned them to agriculture, 
who began reclaiming the Negev , 
who brought industry to the country , 
and who built fiv e univ ersities. The 


Arabs who took adv antage of these 
achiev ements were simply hitchhik- 
in on J ewish endeav or. They added 
little to the economic or cultural life 
of Palestine. 


Fact No. 2 for Waldheim’s con­ 
templation. Hussein’s title to “ J or­ 
dan” has no more v alidity than his 
claim to the West Bank. After World 
War I, the British, who had solemnly 
promised to create a J ewish Nation­ 
al Home, were giv en a mandate ov er 
Palestine, whose territory included 
all of what is now Israel and “ J or­ 
dan.” Subsequently , without a by - 
y our-leav e and to further their own 
interest, the British separated the 
territory on the east bank of the J or­ 
dan Riv er, arbitrarily selected a 
Hashemite chief to be “ king,” and 
set up what purported to be an inde­ 
pendent country , Transjordan. 


In 19 48 , after the Arabs had re­ 
jected a U.N. partition plan which 
would hav e giv en them a substantial 
portion of what is now Israel—they 
thought they could take it all—King 
Hussein’s British armed and trained 
army inv aded Israel and seized the 
West Bank area, including J erusa­ 
lem. In that city , which was to be 
free to people of all faiths, he not on­ 
ly barred J ews but tore up their an­ 
cient cemetery and used the tomb-

Da nge r in polls

WASHINGTON (KFS)— If the 
major national public opinion polls 
can be believ ed as reliable indica­ 
tors of the future, the 19 72 Presiden­ 
tial election is two-thirds ov er al­ 
most before it has begun. 
The polls now tell us the Demo­ 
cratic nominee seems certain to be 
either Sen. Edmund Muskie or Sen. 
Edward Kennedy — and he will go on 
to be defeated in Nov ember by Pres­ 
ident Richard Nix on. 
It is dangerous, howev er, to ac­ 
cept the results of any poll as more 
than a transitory and imprecise clue 
to what some v oters may be think­ 
ing. Polls are a useful tool of the po­ 
litical process, but are scarcely to be 
taken as gospel. No smart gambler 
would place a big bet on the 19 72 
Presidential race on the basis of 
polls this early , no matter how con­ 
sistent they may seem. 
For one thing, the campaign 
hasn’t really started, and cam­ 
paigns can change things. In 19 6 0, 
J ohn Kennedy didn’t really pull sub­ 
stantially ahead of Adlai Stev enson 
until he began campaigning in the 
primaries. The publicity generated 
by Kennedy ’s campaign activ ities 
compensated for Stev enson’s adv an­ 
tage in residual national identifica­ 
tion (Stev enson chose not to enter 
the primaries). 
Similarly , Hubert H. Humphrey 
mov ed by sheer hard campaigning 
in the final month of 19 6 8 from cer­ 
tain defeat to within one-half per 
cent of Nix on. 
In addition, polling is so tricky 
that the way questions are phrased 
and the personality of the interv iew­ 
er can substantially affect the out­ 
come. That is one of the reasons 
pollsters sometimes contradict each 
other. Two months ago, for instance, 
a Harris Poll showed Sen. Kennedy 
leading Sen. Muskie; a v irtually si­ 
multaneous Gallup Poll found Mus­ 
kie ahead of Kennedy . 
The credibility of polls was not 
increased at the 19 6 8 Republican 
National Conv ention, where Gov . 
Nelson Rockefeller attempted to 


turn priv ate polls into a gimmick 
with which to impress delegates. 
Politicians often try to capitalize 
upon fav orable polls by leaking se­ 
lected sections of the contents, but 
Rockefeller was the first Presiden­ 
tial candidate to spend millions with 
the blatant admission that his sole 
purpose was to juggle poll ratings 
upward artificially . 
The trouble is that poll results, 
under certain conditions, become 
self-fulfilling. Party financiers and 
political professionals who read that 
so-and-so is low in the polls may be­ 
liev e it and adjust their own enthusi­ 
asm for so-and-so accordingly down­ 
ward. thus compounding the poll re­ 
ports. Conv ersely , the my th of an­ 
other candidate’s popularity can be­ 
come reality if enough people be­ 
liev e in the my th. 
Comparisons of potential Presi­ 
dential candidates conducted at this 
early stage can be double mislead­ 
ing because the competition is not 
actually as it will be in the pri­ 
maries. The cast will v ary in each of 
the 22 primaries; no Presidential 
candidate intends to enter them all. 
Thus the winner of any specific pri­ 
mary need only defeat the opponents 
in that particular race, not the entire 
laundry list of candidates all at once. 
The makeup of the competition 
will also affect registration in pri­ 
mary states, which in turn could af­ 
fect the v oting pattern. Young peo­ 
p le, fo r instance, may well be more 
in clin ed to register if a candidate 
with y outhful appeal is running then 
if the primary seems to them to be 
dull an d uninteresting. 
The last three Presidents, includ­ 
ing the current one, hav e been av id 
poll-watchers, 
primarily 
because 
polls are one of the v ery few stan­ 
dards of measurement av ailable in 
the unscientific business of politics. 
But Kennedy . J ohnson and Nix on all 
hav e v iewed them with great cau­ 
tion, aware of the fickle nature of 
public sentiment and the difficulty of 
properly interpreting results.

stones for pav ing blocks. In v iolation 
of international law, moreov er, the 
fully incorporated this territory into 
his own. At this point, Transjordan 
became J ordan. 
In 19 6 7, Hussein ignored the reas­ 
surances of the Israelis that their 
battle was with Egy pt which had 
launched hostilities against Israel 
and—believ ing that Egy ptian claims 
of v ictory were true—tried to bite off 
another piece of territory . But this 
time he had no British mercenaries 
to officer his army and he was disas­ 
trously defeated, losing what he had 
illegally seized in 19 48 . 
In his study of history , Secretary 
General Waldheim might compare 
the plight of the Arab refugees, al­ 
most literally imprisoned in Egy p­ 
tian camps and fed by the U.N., with 
that of the 56 0.000 J ews who were 
driv en out of Arab countries after 
19 48 . The State of Israel fed them, 
clothed them, educated them, and 
integrated them into its economy . 
The Arab states refused to accept 
their own brothers and, instead, kept 
them in misery in order to bemoan 
their fate before the United Nations 
and the world. 
Waldheim might also consider 
the irony of the present Middle East 
situation. The Egy ptians and the 
J ordanians, hav ing failed in their 


aggressiv e designs and lost a war, 
are attempting to dictate peace 
terms to Israel. They refuse to sit 
down at the same table with the 
country they had v owed to destroy 
and “ demand” a return of ev ery 
inch of territory they lost. A v ictori­ 
ous Israel, on the other hand, has de­ 
clared herself ready to return much 
of the territory it took in the Six Day 
War—subject to guarantees of no fu­ 
ture Arab aggression and v iable buf­ 
fers. 


A further thought for Waldheim 
might be of Israel’s hopes of a 
peaceful Middle East to which she 
can contribute her know-how to the 
economic improv ement of the entire 
area—an improv ement which could 
mean an end to the grinding pov erty 
pandemic in many of the Arab 
states. If Waldheim can serv e his 
tenure free of his predecessor’s knee- 
jerk acceptance of'Arab propagan­ 
da, some sense may be injected into 
the U.N.’s handling of whatev er 
negotiations it presides ov er in the 
new y ear. As a starter, he might tell 
Egy pt that, hav ing started the Six 
Day War, it is incumbent on her to 
end its arrogant diplomatic ev a­ 
sions.

Mc Gov e rn's hope s

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
Some 11 months into his presi­ 
dential effort, Sen. George McGov ­ 
ern of South Dakota is counting on 
an early 19 72 campaign strategy 
that he himself believ es to be terri­ 
bly fragile. If it does not work from 
the outset, he sees little hope. 
The strategy calls, of course, for 
a series of quick, small gains— not 
real v ictories— in the three opening 
prim aries nex t March in New 
Hampshire, Florida and Illinois. 
Then, with those as stepping-stones, 
a genuine triumph April 4 in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
What this means specifically is 
this: 
Doing well enough in New Hamp­ 
shire against the fav ored neighbor 
from Maine, Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
to prev ent him from scoring a one­ 
sided smash. 
In Florida a week later, probably 
targeting just a few congressional 
districts 
(M iami, 
Tallahassee- 
Gainesv ille) and picking off the del­ 
egates in those. 
In following Illinois, restricting 
the quest to a cluster of ev idently 
promising downstate districts which 
he thinks might y ield him 25 to 40 of 
the state’s 170 delegates to the na­ 
tional conv ention. 
McGov ern believ es that if he goes 
forward with this stepping-stone 
plan, the March 7 New Hampshire 
test will be crucial. He feels that 
failure to put a sizable dent in Mus­ 
kie there would mean the swift de­ 
mise of his own candidacy . 
To a somewhat lesser ex tent, as 
he sees it, he would also be hurt by 
not attaining his modest goals in 
Florida and Illinois. 
His thinking, plainly , is that to 
fall short of such limited objectiv es 
would be to undermine his more am­ 
bitious effort in Wisconsin. 
Ev en if he puts the small, early 
gains on the scoreboard, it will be all 


ov er for him if he loses traditionally 
important Wisconsin. 
Cumulativ e 
successes for Muskie would thereaf­ 
ter build to av alanche proportions. 
Interv iews with McGov ern al­ 
way s demonstrate his hard-headed 
candor. He doesn’t question that 
Muskie is presently far ahead of him 
in the race for the Democratic nomi­ 
nation. He thinks his riv al’s image is 
too solidly and fav orably fix ed with 
the v oters to be shattered by some 
v erbal gaffe, as happened to Repub­ 
lican George Romney in 19 6 7. 
In McGov ern’s judgment, Muskie 
can be undone only in the v oting 
booth. The primaries will tell his 
story . 
With only one month left before 
the campaign enters its intensiv e 
phase, McGov ern is deeply puzzled 
ov er his continuing low status (5 or 6 
per cent) in the national pool rat­ 
ings. 
On his newest swing through Illi- • 
nois, Wisconsin and Minnesota, he 
attracted ex cellent and often v ery 
enthusiastic turnouts of students 
(naturally ), businessm en, som e.« 
groups. His performances are classy IZ 
and professional. 
Trouble is, and no one knows it 
better than he, the act doesn’t build. 
He seems mostly to be tightening his 
grip on people who are already with 
him. His v oter horizon is not widen­ 
ing. 
And, for a v ery particular reason, 
the enlarging prospect of an early 
candidacy by Sen. Hubert Hum­ 
phrey brings him no joy . Humphrey 
is thought to hav e an unbroken hold 
on Democratic v oters in sev eral 
areas of Wisconsin— dating back to 
his 19 6 0 bid against J ohn F. Ken­ 
nedy . He could cloud the outlook 
there for both McGov ern and Mus­ 
kie. 
December was v ital warmup time 
for McGov ern. If there is any path to 
broader v oter pastures for him, he 
has to find it quickly .

news conference that $125,000 
was “a good gu ess’’ for the new 
salary of the National Leagu e’s 
winningest pitcher last season. 


Last y ear, ou tfielder Billy 
Williams became the first $100,- 
000 Cu b play er, signing a one- 
y ear contract at that price. 
The hu sky 6-foot 5 Jenkins 
dodged qu estions of how mu ch 
ov er $100,000 his new contract 
prov ided. “Let the second-gu es- 
sers 
qu ote 
whatev er

w ant,” said Jenkins. 
John Holland, Cu b v ice presi­ 
dent, said it is against clu b pol­ 
icy to disclose salary figu res, 
bu t pointed ou t that Jenkins” 
salary will be paid to Fergy ’s 
managing grou p. “They will 
handle all his money ,” said 
Holland.

New employes, transferred 
employes and 
self-employed 
persons may be able to claim a 
deduction against gross income 
for their expenses in moving 
from one location to another. 
Here are the conditions which 
must be met to entitle you to the 
deduction: The change in job 
location would have called for 
at least an additional 50 miles 
commuting if the residence had 
not been changed You must be 
employed full time in the gen­ 
eral vicinity of the new job lo­ 
cation for at least 39 weeks dur­ 
ing the 12 months following the 
move 
The deductible expenses are 
limited to these items: 
1. The actual cost of moving 
household goods and personal 
effects 
2. The expenses of the em­ 
ploye and members of his 


household in moving from one 
location to another. This in­ 
cludes transportation, 
meals 
and lodging 
3. The cost of house-hunting 
trips to the new location after 
employment was obtained. 
4 The cost of meals and 
lodging in temporary quarter at 
the new location for up to 30 
days. 
5. The cost of selling the old 
residence and purchasing an­ 
other. or the expense in settling 
an old lease and acquiring a 
new one. Such expenses could 
include a broker’s commission, 
closing costs, attorney fees and 
points charged on a mortgage 
to the extent not deductible as 
interest. There is no deduction, 
however, on a loss incurred in 
the sale of a former residence. 
There are no dollar limits on 
items 1 and 2. For the other cat­ 
egories. the deduction is limited 


to $2,500, of which not more 
than $1,000 can be for house­ 
hunting trips and temporary 
living expenses. 
Self-employed persons must 
continue to work in the new lo­ 
cation (either as self-employed 
or the employe of another) for 
at least 78 weeks during the 24 
months following the move. 
Furthermore, at least 39 of 
those weeks must be included in 


the first 12 months. 
There may not be time to 
meet the residency require­ 
ments before the filing deadline 
for your 1971 return. What 
should you do? 
You have two choices. If it is 
possible for you to meet the test 
sometime in 1972, take the de­ 
duction on your 1971 return. 
Then if you fail to meet the test, 
you must include as income on 
your 1972 return the amount 
you claimed as a deduction on 
your 1971 return. 
Or, you may pass by the de­ 
duction now and file an amend­ 
ed return for 1971 after the con­ 
ditions have been met.

The circuit 
court agreed that “ the com­ 
pulsory organization rule here 
goes far beyond the regulatory 
power” of the FCC. 
CATV systems pick up tele­ 
vision signals and relay them 
to home subscribers by cable, 
usually in areas where recep­ 
tion is poor.
